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ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  forty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1953. 

There  has  been  no  significant  change  in  the  School  Health  Service  since  my  last  report,  with  the  exceplion 
of  the  appointment  bj'  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  of  an  Orthoptist,  who  holds  seventeen  sessions  per  fortnight 
at  the  School  Clinic  and  works  under  the  supervision  of  the  Visiting  Ophthalmic  Surgeon.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
service  will  prove  of  great  benefit. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  for  a Mass  Radiography  Unit  to  visit  Newport.  Reference  to  this 
is  made  in  the  appropriate  section  of  the  report. 

Meanwhile,  the  School  Health  Service  continues  to  function  satisfactorily  and  every  endeavour  is  made  to 
correlate  the  service  with  that  of  all  Practitioners  and  the  Specialist  Services  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  close  liaison  which  has  developed  between  the  Paediatrician  at  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital  and  the 
School  Health  Service  has  been  of  great  value,  especially  in  the  case  of  handicapped  pupils.

FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

General  Condition. 

Of  the  4,750  pupils  examined  at  the  routine  inspections,  36  were  found  to  be  of  poor  general  condition. 

Uncleanliness. 

Regular  visits  were  paid  to  all  Primary  Schools  and  Secondary  Schools  during  the  year,  the  average 

number  being  three  per  school. 

27,979  examinations  of  boys  and  girls  were  made  at  schools  and  755  children  were  found  to  have  unclean 
heads.  155  had  vermin  and  600  nits  only.  In  addition  218  follow  up  examinations  were  made  at  the  School  Clinic. 

The  prevalence  of  Scabies  has  again  been  low,  only  17  cases  being  recorded. 

Minor  Ailments  and  Diseases  of  Skin. 

The  total  number  of  minor  ailments  and  diseases  of  the  skin  dealt  with  during  the  year  was  1,582.  These 
were  composed  of  the  following:  Minor  Ailments,  682;  Ringworm  of  Scalp,  0;  Ringworm  of  Body,  18;  Scabies, 
17 ; Impetigo,  43;  other  Skin  Diseases,  822. 

By  arrangement  with  l)r.  Bernard  Thomas,  Dermatologist,  at  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital  all  cases  of  ring- 
worm of  scalp  brought  to  our  notice  are  referred  for  opinion  and  treatment  to  the  skin  department  at  the  Hospital. 
Such  cases  are  excluded  from  or  allowed  to  attend  school  at  the  discretion  of  the  Specialist  who  informs  the  School 

Clinic  as  cases  arise. 

Although  no  case  of  ringworm  of  scalp  was  seen  at  the  School  Clinic,  two  cases  of  school  pupils  were  re- 
ported by  Dr.  Thomas  to  have  attended  the  Hospital  for  this  condition  during  the  year. 

Visual  Defects  and  External  Eye  Diseases. 

There  were  1,604  cases  of  defective  vision,  413  of  whom  had  squint.  459  of  the  total  were  found  during 
routine  examinations  at  the  schools.  The  remainder  were  cases  referred  to  the  Clinic  or  followed  up  from  previous 

years. 

There  were  257  cases  of  external  eye  diseases.  These  were  made  up  as  follows:  Blepharitis,  44;  Conjuncti- 
vitis, 105;  Keratitis,  2;  Corneal  Opacities,  — ; other  Eye  Conditions,  106. 

Nose  and  Throat  Defects. 

The  total  number  of  defects  of  Nose  and  Throat  dealt  w ith  was  2,108.  There  wrere  232  cases  of  Chronic 
Tonsillitis  only,  3 of  Adenoids  only,  1,399  of  Chronic  Tonsillitis  and  Adenoids,  and  474  other  conditions. 

Ear  Diseases  and  Defective  Hearing. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  ear  disease  and  defective  hearing  dealt  with  was  820.  These  comprised  233 
cases  of  defective  hearing,  182  of  Otitis  Media,  and  405  other  conditions. 
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Dental  Defects. 

Twenty-eight  Schools  involving  42  departments  were  visited  during  the  year  by  the  Dentists  for  Inspection 
purposes. 

1U,214  routine  cases  and  3,174  special  were  examined;  9,861  of  these  were  found  to  require  treatment. 
Fifty-four  half-days  were  devoted  to  inspection  and  1,621  half-days  to  treatment. 

11,140  attendances  were  made  by  the  pupils  at  the  treatment  centre  at  the  Clinic. 

Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects. 

There  were  962  cases  of  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects  dealt  with  during  the  year.

Heart  Conditions  and  Circulation. 

During  the  medical  inspections,  47  cases  of  heart  conditions  came  under  observation,  18  being  classified 
as  Organic  and  29  as  Functional.  There  were  no  cases  of  Anaemia  recorded. 

Other  Defects  and  Diseases. 

1,140  cases  came  under  observation  during  the  year.  They  comprised  the  following:  Diseases  of  the  Ali- 
mentary tract,  such  as  Stomatitis,  Gastritis,  Enteritis,  Appendicitis,  etc. ; Diseases  of  the  Genito-Urinary  Organs, 
such  as  Nephritis,  Cystitis,  Eneuresis,  etc.;  Infectious  Diseases,  Major  Injuries,  Rheumatism,  etc. 

Following  up  and  After  Care. 

1,069  visits  to  homes  of  maintained  Primary  School  pupils  and  839  to  homes  of  maintained  Secondary  School 
pupils  were  made  in  connection  with  after  care. 

TREATMENT. 

Uncleanliness. 

There  is  a Cleansing  Station  at  the  Clinic,  and  this  was  utilised  in  33  cases.  In  addition,  32  pupils  were 
treated  by  Liquid  Derbac.  at  Schools. 

It  was  found  possible  to  obtain  the  desired  results  in  the  remainder  of  the  cases  from  treatment  at  home. 


Minor  Ailments  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin. 


The  total  number  of  minor  ailments  and  diseases  of  the  skin  treated  during  the  year  was  1,560,  of  which 
1,530  received  treatment  at  the  Clinic  and  30  elsewhere.  These  were  made  up  as  follows  :

The  majority  of  squint  cases  were  referred  to  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital  up  to  July  until  it  was  possible  for 
these  cases  to  be  dealt  with  at  the  School  Clinic  on  the  appointment  of  Miss  S.  M.  Potter  as  Orthoptist. 

Eighteen  sessions  were  given  to  operative  treatment  and  62  operations  were  performed  during  the  vear  at

Orthoptic  Treatment. 

Miss  Potter,  who  was  appointed  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  to  undertake  this  treatment,  held  her  first 
session  on  10th  August,  1953.  She  works  under  the  direction  of  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  and  gives  seventeen  ses- 
sions per  fortnight  at  the  School  Clinic,  the  remaining  five  sessions  being  allocated  to  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital.

The  operations  were  performed  at  St.  Woolos  Hospital  by  Mr.  Sutton,  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Surgeon. 

In  addition  154  cases  were  treated  other  than  through  the  Education  Committee’s  arrangements. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1953,  the  waiting  list  for  operations  for  the  removal  of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  was  223 
and  there  were  592  cases  on  the  observation  list. 

Ear  Diseases  and  Defective  Hearing. 

614  cases  of  ear  diseases  and  defective  hearing  were  treated  at  the  Clinic  and  63  elsewhere. 

Aural  Clinic. 

Th is  Aural  Clinic  is  held  for  the  purpose  of  treating  chronic  ear  conditions  with  a viewr  to  the  prevention  of 
ileafuess  and  42  sessions  were  held  by  Mr.  D.  B.  Sutton  and  Mr.  J.  L.  D.  Williams,  the  Aural  Surgeons,  during 
the  year  under  review. 

332  children  were  examined  and  the  sources  from  which  they  came  are  as  follows:  Maintained  Primary 

Schools,  222;  Maintained  Secondary  Schools,  80;  St.  John’s  Day  Special  School,  2 ; Nursery  Schools,  12. 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Dept.,  14;  Special  Schools,  0;  Private  Schools,  2. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  made  at  the  Clinics  by  these  children  was  683  and  in  addition  1 special 
case  was  examined. 
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The  defects  included  acute  and  chronic  otitis  media,  suppurative  and  catarrhal,  and  deafness,  and  were 
dealt  with  as  recommended  by  the  Aural  Surgeons. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  Aural  Surgeons  also  examined  59  children  for  tonsillectomy  as  to  necessity 
and  urgency  in  respect  of  operative  treatment. 

Ascertainment  of  Defective  Hearing. 

The  Audiometrician  visited  schools  and  tested  by  gramophone  audiometer  2,938  children.  Of  these  185  were 
found  to  have  some  defect  of  hearing  and  were  then  referred  to  the  Deputy  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  for 
further  examination  and  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  his  recommendations.

Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects. 

Duiing  1 lie  yeai  i Maintained  Primary  School  pupils  and  I Maintained  Secondary  School  pupil 
received  operative  treatment  at  the  Prince  of  Wales  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Cardiff,  and  521  pupils  were  given 
massage  or  fitted  with  appliances,  etc.,  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department. 

L-507  attendances  were  made  by  the  pupils  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  for  massage  and  exercises. 

Heart  Conditions. 

This  type  of  case  is  usually  referred  to  the  private  practitioner  for  the  appropriate  treatment,  and  where 
necessary  recommendations  are  made  for  admission  to  special  residential  schools,  especially  in  rheumatic  cases, 
after  consultation  with  the  own  doctor. 


Tuberculosis. 

Excellent  co-operation  is  still  maintained  with  the  local  Chest  Physicians  to  whom  suspected  cases  are  re- 
ferred at  the  Chest  Clinic. 
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During’  the  }rear  arrangements  were  made  for  a Mass  Radiography  Unit  to  visit  Newport  to  provide  the 
for  the  examination  of  children  of  14  years  of  age  and  over  together  with  all  the  Teaching,  Nursery, 
and  Canteen  Staffs.  1,841  children  (999  boys  and  842  girls)  were  examined,  of  whom  0 boys  and  6 
girls  were  found  to  be  abnormal  and  were  referred  for  further  observation,  and  15  boys  and  15  girls  were  found  lo 
have  other  abnormalities  (non  T.B.). 

Following  upon  my  report  of  last  year  on  a B.C.G.  Survey  of  children  bj'  the  Chest  Physician,  with  (be  co- 
operation of  the  Chief  Education  Officer  and  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer,  a further  report  from  the  Chest 
Physician  shows  that  a further  546  children  had  been  dealt  with.  Of  these  214  proved  to  be  positive  and  292 
proved  to  be  susceptible  and  received  vaccination,  and  on  re-examination  256  were  found  to  have  acquired  im- 
munitv  and  24  did  not  attend  for  the  second  test.  The  remaining  12  children  were  not  converted. 

Annual  School  Dental  Report  for  Year  1953. 

in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  activities  of  the  School  Dental  Service — the  figures  for  the  year  as 
supplied  to  the  Ministry  of  Education  being  seen  in  Table  Y — the  year  is  marked  as  being  the  fortieth  year  of 
existence  of  the  School  Dental  Service  in  Newport.

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  Miss  Annetts,  one  of  our  valued  Dental  Attendants  resigned  to  take  up 
another  post.  Her  successor  will  commence  duties  in  the  early  part  of  next  year. 

Inspections. 

The  total  number  of  children  inspected  during  the  year  was  13,388  which  is  an  increase  of  3,030  on  the 
previous  year. 

Children  inspected  are  divided  into  2 groups. 

(a)  those  receiving  periodic  inspections  in  school,  and 

(b)  those  having  a special  .examination  at  the  Clinic. 

(a)  Periodic  Inspections. 

During  the  year  28  schools  involving  42  departments  were  visited  for  a routine  dental  inspection  when  a 
total  of  10,214  children  were  examined. 

Compared  with  last  year  16  more  school  departments  were  visited  with  an  increase  of  3,442  children 
inspected. 

Of  the  10,214  inspected  in  schools  5,497  or  53.7%  were  referred  to  the  Clinic  for  treatment. 


(b)  Special  Inspections. 

The  total  number  of  children  referred  by  parents,  teachers,  doctors  and  nurses  for  special  examination  at 
the  Clinic  was  3,174  which  is  a reduction  of  412  on  the  previous  year. 

Under  this  group  come  children  who  are  due  to  have  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  Operation.  Of  those  examined 
and  dentally  treated  during  the  year  666  children  received  Tonsil/ Adenoid  operations  in  Hospital. 

Treatment. 

A total  of  1 ,621  sessions  was  devoted  to  treatment  at  the  Clinic  when  11,140  attendances  were  made  by  6,741 
schoolchildren.  Last  year’s  figure  was  9,387  attendances  for  6,096  children  receiving  treatment. 

There  still  remains  a large  percentage  of  parents  who  fail  to  see  their  children  keep  appointments — 
particularly  when  the  appointment  is  for  a filling.  Over-booking  per  session  helps  to  an  extent  in  overcoming 
the  difficulty,  but  is  not  altogether  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  fillings  inserted  in  permanent  teeth  continues  to  increase,  5,405  for  1953  as  compared  with 
2,900  for  1952. 

Despite  additional  staff  compared  with  previous  years  it  was  again  found  in  1953  to  be  impossible  to  devote 
much  time  to  the  filling  of  temporary  teeth.  Only  59  temporary  teeth  were  filled  — 24  more  than  the  previous 
year. 


The  conservation  of  the  temporary  dentition  is  of  so  much  importance  that  it  is  greatly  regretted  that  1 1n- 
Stall'  position  will  not  allow  more  time  to  be  utilised  for  this  purpose — to  do  so  would  mean  neglecting  flu- 
permanent  teeth. 

Generally  speaking  it  is  found  that  at  3 years  of  age  there  is  very  little  evidence  of  dental  decay  whereas  at 
5 vears  of  age  there  is  so  much  destruction  of  the  temporary  dentition  that  extraction  of  temporary  teeth  is 
indicated. 

The  appointment  of  a dental  hygienist  might  be  the  answer  to  bridging  this  two  year  gap. 
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la  support  of  the  above  the  iueidenee  of  dental  caries  among  the  5 year  old  children  in  Newport  who  re- 
ceived a special  examination  in  school  during  1953,  shows  that  only  17%  of  the  children  are  dentally  fit.  In  other 
words  83%  of  the  children  of  5 years  of  age  have  decay  present  in  the  teeth,  some  in  extensive  form.  By  con- 
servative measures  before  children  reach  their  5th  year  a revolution  could  take  place  dentally  in  the  population  of 

the  future. 

During  the  year  when  509  children  of  5 years  of  age  received  this  special  examination,  it  was  found  that 
88  or  17.2%  had  perfect  dentitions.  The  total  number  of  decayed,  filled  or  missing  temporary  teeth  was  2,155,  an 
average  of  4.2  per  child  examined. 


Extractions  and  General  Anaesthetics 


The  total  number  of  teeth  extracted  was  10,128;  1,722  permanent  and  8,406  temporary  teeth.  F

Dentists  and  Orthodontics. 

During  the  year  32  small  artificial  dentures  involving  64  teeth  were  fitted  in  the  mouths  to  replace  front 
teeth  lost  by  accident  or  decay.  In  addition  2 dentures  were  repaired. 

As  in  previous  years  orthodontic  treatment  was  confined  to  the  judicious  extraction  of  teeth  to  relieve 
crowding  in  the  mouth — 16  permanent  teeth  being  extracted  for  this  purpose. 

Nursery  Children. 

During  the  year  5 Nursery  Schools  were  visited  when  a total  of  80  children  were  dentally  inspected. 

Of  those  examined  50  were  found  to  be  dentally  fit;  10  children  were  referred  to  the  Clinic  for  treatment, 
and  the  other  20  had  treatment  deferred  for  the  time  being. 

Pre-School  Children,  Ante-Natal  and  Nursing  Mothers. 

In  addition  to  the  children  attending  maintained  schools  who  received  treatment  at  the  Clinic  440  Pre- 
school children  attended,  mostly  for  the  extraction  of  teeth  under  a general  anaesthetic.  „ 

411  Ante-Natal  and  Nursing  Mothers  also  received  dental  attention  including  fillings,  extractions,  dentures 
and  the  administration  of  general  anaesthetics,  necessitating  a total  of  485  attendances.

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  among  school  pupils  was  1,846  made  up  as  fol- 
lows ; Scarlet  Fever  111,  Diphtheria  0,  Measles  526,  German  Measles  119,  Whooping  Cough  310,  Chicken  Pox 
469,  Mumps  308,  Poliomyelitis  3. 

Diphtheria  immunisations  during  the  year  totalled  56,  and  in  addition  649  pupils  received  boosting  doses. 

Open  Air  Classes. 

These  classes  were  held  for  the  34th  year  in  succession.  On  Friday,  the  2nd  October,  Beechwood  Park  was 
( losed  and  on  Mondav,  the  5th  October,  classes  commenced  at  St.  Julian’s  County  Primary  School  with  50  children. 
During  the  winter  session  there  was  an  average  of  48  children  on  the  register  and  an  average  attendance  of  -10.3 
was  maintained. 


The  Tredegar  Park  Open  Air  Class  opened  on  the  8th  June  with  12  pupils  but  did  not  resume  after  the 
summer  holidays  as  Mounton  House  Special  School  was  then  opened  to  which  18  Newport  children  were  admitted.

Of  the  28  maladjusted  and  18  educationally  sub-normal  and  maladjusted  children  examined,  28  were  re- 
ferred to  the  Psychiatrist  at  St.  Cadoe’s  Hospital  for  examination  and  report  as  there  is  no  Child  Guidance  Clinic 
in  Newport,  and  9 of  these  pupils  were  recommended  for  admission  to  a residential  School  for  Maladjusted  Pupils. 
My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  l)r.  King  and  the  Medical  Staff  at  St.  Cadoe’s  Hospital  for  their  valuable 
co-operation  and  help. 

The  extensions  at  St.  Johu’s  Day  School  have  not  yet  been  completed  but  if  is  hoped  that  by  Easter,  1954, 
these  will  be  completed  and  the  School  will  be  able  to  accommodate  children  of  all  ages.  In  March,  1953,  all  flic 
pupils  at  the  School  were  examined  and  their  Intelligence  Quotients  assessed  and  as  a result  18  of  them  were  recom- 
mended for  re-examination  at  the  School  Clinic.  Of  these,  2 were  eventually  notified  lo  the  Mental  Health  Com- 
mittee, 3 were  recommended  for  admission  to  a Residential  School  for  Educationally  Sub-normal  Pupils  and  3 
were  recommended  to  return  to  an  ordinary  school. 

The  accommodation  at  Hilston  Park  Special  School,  Monmouth  (for  Educationally  Sub-normal  Pupils)  ami 
The  Mount  Special  School,  Chepstow  (for  Maladjusted  Pupils)  has  been  increased  and  we  now  have  7 pupils  at 
the  former  (plus  one  being  admitted  in  January,  1954)  and  10  pupils  at  the  latter  (plus  one  being  admitted  in 
January,  1954). 

On  the  7th  September,  1953,  Mounton  House  Open  Air  School,  Chepstow,  was  opened  and  the  18  places 
allocated  to  this  Authority  were  all  taken  up.  A special  visit  was  made  to  the  School  on  the  20th  August  when 
the  parents  of  the  children  who  were  to  be  admitted  were  invited  to  visit  the  School  to  see  for  themselves  the  build- 
ing and  surroundings  where  their  children  would  he  accommodated. 

The  securing  of  vacancies  for  handicapped  pupils  in  Residential  Schools  has  been  easier  this  year  than  for 
any  other  year  since  the  war,  no  doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  more  authorities  are  providing  special  schools  for  handi- 
capped pupils  and  are  even  able  to  offer  vacancies  to  other  authorities.
